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My Visit to the Islands

Ov first trip out on the Island of 
Haiti was up to Kinskoff, about 
sixteen miles back up in the mountain; 
this was another place reached by car and 
pony.” Here we had a very good service. 
The people listened so eagerly as we un- 
dertook to tell them of Jesus and His 
love. 


Permit me to tell you the story of 
how the work began at Kinskoff, It was 
in this way: A wizard, Orilus Norris, had 
been converted in a nominal church but 
said he was not completely delivered of 
his troubles with superstition, so he came 
to our mission, at Port au Prince. There 
he sought a deeper experience. Thank 
God for a closer walk with Him. A little 
later, at his home, his wife and daughter 
received the precious baptism, after being 
in prayer all night. The next morning 
after the night of prayer, the father of 
the ex-wizard who had been deaf for 
ten years, (they talked with him on their 
hands), who sat looking on called for 
prayer. Brother Herne laid his hands on 
him and God immediately healed him. 
He was so surprised, as well as the whole 
family, but they praised God for His 
wonderful touch of divine healing. The 
old father is eighty-nine years of age and 
still has his hearing. The ex-wizard also 
received the precious baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, and services are held at his home 
now. Would you not like to help them 
build a nice church? 

Let me tell you of another remarkable 
healing from Kinskoff, A man by the 
name of Francois Fils, who was suffering 
of inflamation of the entire body and 
had been sick for three or four months, 
went to his priest for healing but found 
no relief. The priest gave him seventeen 
goudes to pay a wizard to heal him, but 
the wizard failed. He then came to the 
mission school and Brother Herne prayed 
for him from about 10:00 a. m. until 
three in the afternoon and God marvel- 
ously healed the man. The excess swell- 
ing immediately went down and he be- 
gan to praise God, ran out into the 
streets, told the people, invited them in, 
and told them of his healing; then in- 
stead of his riding the pony back the six- 
teen miles up the mountain, he let the one 
who came down assisting him, ride the 
pony and he walked the entire sixteen 
miles back home. He went to the priest 
and told him what God had done. The 
priest said, ““Yes, you are healed, but re- 
member you are a Roman Catholic.” He 
immediately began to protest, (became a 


Protestant) though he had served as door- 
keeper at the Catholic church for seven- 
teen years. The priest had lost a door- 
keeper, but a bound soul was delivered. 
This same precious brother still has the 
blessing and led my horse down the steep 
mountain path as we returned to the car 
on our way back to the city. Thank God 
for His marvelous works, even delivering 
from the chains of superstition. 


The first stop on our three days’ jour- 
ney through the island was Brilliant. We 
arrived about 3:30, At the main highway 
a large group of the natives met us, and 
as we rolled up they greeted us with 
singing gospel songs in their native 
tongue. They accompanied us about a mile 
to the place of worship. We had a glori- 
ous service, after which we drove on to 
St. Louis, Haiti, arriving about 8:30. The 
crowd had been waiting, some coming 
for miles on foot, and they were so eager 
to hear us. There are only two churches 
in the little village of seventeen hundred, 
one Catholic church and The Church of 
God. These churches face each other, the 
Market Square between them in the cen- 
ter of town. A nice little building was 
crowded and many standing outside. God 
blessed and gave us a wonderful meeting. 
Incidentally, we own the church and lot 
but not the parsonage which is right next 
to the church. Would you not like to 
help buy that parsonage in a little town 
where we are the only Protestant people? 
I wish it were possible that you could see 
the way God blessed these people. 

We left the parsonage early the next 
morning and drove to Aux Cayes, the 
second city in size in Haiti, where we 
hope to get a church later. Last fall when 
that terrible cyclone struck the island, it 
washed away bridges and homes killing 
numbers of the, natives and destroying 
much property there, leaving the high- 
ways in a barely passable condition. We 
drove through a river. The car drowned 
out and we were delayed considerably, 
but announced we would have meeting 
on our return. We reached the little town 
of Port Salut in the afternoon. Here we 
left the car and rode about four miles 
through beautiful mountains to the pret- 
ty little white church and parsonage, as 
a city set on a hill that could not be 
hid. These mountains all under cultiva- 
tion with the church in the distance, was 
very pretty. This little village and 
church are called Bonnet. Here we had a 
good meeting and a wedding after the 
preaching service. 
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Early next morning we were awakened 
by a brother singing the song “Victory 
- Ahead,” in French. We were soon on our 
way to Port Salut where we had a little 
service, and prayed for a number of sick 
people. We left there with the people 
singing hymns and waving us good-bye. 
God bless their hearts. The crowd was 
waiting at Tobeck. At the tanner’s house 
there we had a good service and again 
prayed for the sick, then drove on to our 
little mission at Aux Cayes. Here is a 
bright prospect for the Church. In fact, 
the people are waiting for us to come 
over and help them. We hope we can be 
able to do a great work here. On our re- 
turn we passed by two of the churches 
where we stopped a few minutes to en- 
courage them the best we could in such 
a short time. We wish that it could have 
been possible for us to meet all of them 
and have service with them but it was im- 
possible, and I do hope that we will be 
able, by the help of you good people on 
the field, to do a great work on the is- 
lands. 

The calls are coming in. If you can’t 
go, will you not help-us to send work- 
ers? In Haiti there are whole congrega- 
tions that are calling for the Church. 
They want a deeper experience as they 
are tired of being starved spiritually. 
One place the minister had a new pair of 
shoes-and I learned that he had been go- 
ing barefooted to his appointments. It 
isn’t a bit funny, it is serious. They are 
willing to suffer and are suffering to car- 
ry this Gospel. In Haiti their money is 
worth one-fifth of ours. In other words, 
if you would send five dollars a month 
to them it would mean approximately 
$25.00 to them. But the prices of things 
are not all in proportion to ours. Gas 
costs $1.70 a gallon in their money and 
eggs, $1.50 a dozen, but shoe shines on- 
ly 10c or 2c in our money. 

While we have opportunity to spread 
the gospel in the foreign lands, let us do 
our very best. Truly the harvest is great 
and the laborers are few. With the com- 
ing of the Lord so near, we just must do 
more about missions. Pray daily for our 
missionaries. Brother J. H. Ingram will 
appreciate your prayers. Already good re- 
ports are coming in from his trip. 

Christ was a missionary. To be a true 
Christian you must be a missionary in 
spirit and deed.

HELPING THE NEEDY 
Matt. 5:45, “He maketh his sun to rise 
on the evil and on the good, and sendeth 
rain on the just and on the unjust.” 


In these days of distress and want, the 
best people are put to it to know just 
what to do when they are appealed to for 
help by their fellowman. Many people are 
ready to give alms to the pious part of 
their poor brethren, but are afraid of re- 
lieving a common beggar. It must be ad- 
mizted that riches are a talent from God. 
They who have them must be discreet in 
their distribution of them. The religious 
poor have the best claim on those who 
are able to give, but others ought not to 
be entirely overlooked, as it is plain from 
the Scriptures that God maketh His sun 
to rise on the evil and on the good. Only 
common, healthy beggars are forbidden 
alms, concerning whom God says if 
they will not work neither shall they eat. 
2 Thess. 3:10. 

The question arises in our day that 
some who are healthy and strong have no 
employment and consequently are on the 
mercies of the world, so we are made to 
wonder just who to help. I have heard 
the expression that these fellows do not 
deserve help, or in other words, they will 
make ill use of your bounty. Is this not 
the very goodness that is recommended 
to us in the Scriptures, and by following 
strictly the Scriptures in helping those 
who call on us, may we not show our- 
selves to be children of our Father whe 
is in heaven, who sendeth rain on the just 
and on the unjust?

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False Accusation 


D. C. BARNES 


N this article I shall endeavor by the 

grace and help of God to defend the 
truth by exposing a number of false ac- 
cusations against the Church of God. 
These accusations, titled ‘““Ten Bible Rea- 
sons Why Holy Rollerism is Wrong,” can 
be found in the September, 1934, issue 
of the paper “FAITH AND LIFE.” 

In the opposer’s article the author tries 
to disprove our teachings but he only 
proves the proverb, “Give a calf enough 
rope and he will tangle himself.” 

He used the term “Holy Rollerism” in 
referring to the Church of God, but we 
are strictly opposed to that term and con- 
sider it a slanderous and malignant of- 
fense. 

1. They Are Under Law. 

This is his first reason. He claimed that 
we are under law by a “law of perfec- 
tion” which we teach: “Except you live 
perfect you cannot be saved.” After 
making this assertion he then referred to 
Romans 3:20 to prove that we are not 
justified in God’s sight by being UNDER 
LAW. “By the deeds of THE LAW there 
shall no flesh be justified in his sight.” 
(The last clause of the same verse he fails 
to quote: “for by THE LAW is the 
knowledge of sin.”) 

Notice carefully his application 07 
Romans 3:20. He said we are under law. 
The scripture reads, “By the deeds of the 
law, etc.” What law does it mean? The 
last clause explains it, the clause which 
he omitted. ‘“‘For by the law is the knowl- 
edge of sin.” This shows that it means 
the Mosaical law. In fact, the whole book 
of Romans, except a small part, deals 
with the relationship of the law of Moses 
and the grace of Christ. So, it is plain 
that the so-called “law of perfection” 
has no connection whatever with Romans 
3:20. 


“THE LAW MADE NOTHING 
PERFECT, but the bringing in of a bet- 
ter hope did; by the which we draw nigh 
unto God,” Heb. 7:19. If the law made 
nothing perfect, how could a “law of 
perfection” be connected with something 
imperfect, that is, the law. Furthermore, 
I must say, that the so-called law of per- 
fection, “Except you live perfect you 
cannot be saved,” is no more law than, 
“Except you repent you cannot be 
saved.” These are teachings of the Word 
of God, Bible facts of the New Testa- 
ment, and are not attached to Rom. 3:20. 

2. They Preach a Perverted Gospel. 

He claimed that we do this by teach- 
ing faith in Christ, PLUS perfection, 
PLUS the Baptism of the Holy Ghost, 


PLUS speaking in tongues, to get to heav- 
en. 


This statement makes it appear that 
we teach “faith in Christ” and then 
other experiences exclusive of faith. It is 
true that the Bible teaches faith in 
Christ. It also teaches that believers can 
live free from sin. 1 John 3:8; 2:1; 
Rom, 6:18, 22. An experience of sancti- 
fication is taught. 1 Thess. 4:3,4; John 
17:17, 19. The Bible further teaches the 
Baptism of the Holy Ghost and speak- 
ing in tongues. Acts 2:1-4; 1 Cor. 14. 
But these experiences are obtained thru 
faith in Christ and should not be con- 
sidered separate of such faith. In fact, all 
of the graces of God are made possible 
only through faith. 


Paul taught justification by faith, 
sanctification, a life free from _ sin, 
tongues and holiness. And we hear Paul 
saying that if any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which he 
preached let him be accursed. Gal. 1:6- 
9. Who preaches a perverted gospel, the 
Church of God who teaches the doc- 
trines of Paul, or the man who is op- 
posed to his teachings? 


3. They Deny the Bible’s Teaching. 

Since we teach it is possible to live 
free from sin, he believes we deny the 
Bible’s teachings, Two of his three ref- 
erences are Old Testament scriptures, 
written under the law dispensation. Of 
course it was not possible to live above 
sin under the law. Man was sinful and 
possessed the carnal nature. He was in the 
flesh and God dealt with him after the 
flesh. 


The only New Testament reference is 
1 John 1:8. The truth of this scripture 
must be derived from the context. Let us 
notice the verse preceding and the one 
following. The seventh verse reads, “But 
if we walk in the light, as he (God) is 
in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son CLEANSETH US FROM ALL 
SIN.” 1 John 1:8 reads, “If we say we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” The ninth verse reads, 
“IF WE CONFESS OUR SINS, he is 
faithful and just to FORGIVE US OUR 
SINS, and to CLEANSE US FROM ALL 
UNRIGHTEOUSNESS.” 


All right, the meaning is simply this: 
From the seventh verse we learn that the 
blood of Christ is able to cleanse from 
all sin. The eighth verse then says the 
truth is not in us if we say we have no 
sin. Notice verse nine. “If we CONFESS 
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OUR SINS, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to CLEANSE US 
FROM ALL UNRIGHTEOII™'®°s ” 
Of course, if you said you had no sin 
before you confessed and were forgiven, 
you would lie. But if you will come to 
God, acknowledge you are a sinner, con- 
fess your sins, He will forgive your sins 
and CLEANSE FROM ALL UN- 
RIGHTEOUSNESS. If God cleanses 
you from all unrighteousness, couldn’t 
you then say you had no sin? You would 
lie by saying you had sin. So to whom is 
verse eight speaking? It is speaking to the 
man who has never come to God and 
confessed. Don’t forget this one thing, if 
God ever cleanses one from sin, you can 
say that person has no sin and not lie 
when you say it. 

4. They Deny the Need of Death. 

The author of these ten reasons against 
our denomination believes that since we 
teach perfection (free from sin) we deny 
the need of death. His reference is found 
in Romans 6:23, “The wages of sin is 
death.” He said this means death, both 
PHYSICAL AND SPIRITUAL. I do not 
dispute this, because it does. But as one 
reads further, he learns that he means ev- 
ery man dies a natural, physical death, as 
well as a spiritual death, because of his 
own individual and personal sins. This, of 
course, is not Biblical. 

The first Adam brought the curse of 
death upon the world by disobey.rg God. 
Death was the penalty which God made 
for sin. From the transgression of Adam 
it has been an appointment. “And as it is 
appointed unto man once to die, but af- 
ter this the judgment,” Heb. 9:27. It is 
an APPOINTMENT, not an ACT 
UPON CONDITION. 

“For as IN ADAM ALL DIE, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive,” 1 Cor. 
15:22. We die a physical death because 
of Adam’s transgression, but if we die a 
spiritual death, it will be because of our 
own transgressions. Living a life free 
from sin does not eliminate physical 
death, but spiritual death only. 

5. They Deny the Need of the Resur- 
rection. 

Naturally, if there were no death there 
would be no resurrection. We do not deny 
the need of death, therefore we do not 
deny the need of the resurrection. The 
truth is that death is necessary in order 
for the dead to be raised. 1 Cor. 15:36. 

Under this same topic he says that we 
have no place for the RAPTURE. The 
scripture he cites is, “Behold, I show you 
a mystery; We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, in a moment, in a 
twinkling of an eye.” 1 Cor. 15:51, 52. 
He emphasized greatly the word 
“changed.” He says, ““Now if Jesus were 
to come and we should be CHANGED

The Birth of Faith—Salvation

For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ; for it is the power of God un- 
to salvation to every one that believeth,” 
Romans 1:16. 


HE Apostle Paul, born in the com- 

mercial city of Tarsus, was the great 
unashamed Chrisitan of the centuries. He 
was able to look the world in the face 
and say, “I am not ashamed of the gos- 
pel for which Christ gave His life.” 

There is no reason why we should be 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ. But from 
the viewpcint of many people of his day, 
Paul shoud have been ashamed. He was 
one of the most intellectual men of all 
times. He had been reared in the lap of 
luxury. He had finished the public 
schools of Tarsus, and graduated from the 
greatest university of his day. He was a 
member of the proudest of the races 
among men. He could write with a liter- 
ary pen. He could speak with an elo- 
quence equal to that of any of the Roman 
or Grecian orators. In other words, he 
stood high in the educational world with 
the salvation that Jesus gave His life for. 
And yet, with all these personal endow- 
ments, with heritage of race and religion 
back of him, and with all acquirements 
of life, he proudly said, “I am _ not 
ashamed of the power of God.” 

Why should man be ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ? The gospel has done 
more for men than any other thing in the 
world, or more than all other forces put 
together. It has redeemed their souls and 
made them ready for eternal life. The 
gospel of Christ has conquered where ar- 
mies destroyed. It has built where car- 
nality demolished. Wherever the gospel of 
Christ has chanced to invade, civilization 
has sprung up and nations were born. 

Paul goes on to say that the reason he 
is not ashamed of the gospel of Christ is 
because it is the power of God unto sal- 
vation. God manifested His great power 
on the day of Pentecost when hundreds 
and even thousands of people caught a 
vision of the Holy Ghost and accepted 
it. Around this great prayer meeting 
hinges much controversy, but neverthe- 
less, the power of God transformed men 
from their natural state into a spiritual 
reality. The power of God which fell on 
that memorable day is, has been, and will 
be for all time, an example of what the 
Apostle Paul was not ashamed of. 

When God brought worlds into exist- 
ence, when He created the earth, and 
when He created the Milky Way, which 
is without dimensions, He demonstrated 


His great power. The giant cataracts, the 
rolling mountains, the teeming forests, 
and flowing rivers, all show us that God 


is supreme in power. The stars in yonder 
heaven, that are millions of light years 
away, demonstrate the power of God 
of which the great apostle was not 
ashamed. 

Who is ashamed of the power that 
quickens our mortal bodies? Who is 
ashamed of the power that will resurrect 
millions of redeemed people of all ages 
and transport them to stratospheric reg- 
ions above, from which place they shall 
be able to witness the great struggle of 
the tribulation? Who is ashamed of the 
power that led John Huss to say while 
he was burning, “You have lighted a fire 
in Germany today that shall never be 
put out?” Who is ashamed of that glori- 
ous power that transformed Dwight L. 
Moody from the natural to the spiritual 
and that in turn made him stand out as 
one of the most forceful preachers of his 
time? Who is ashamed of the power of 
God, that quickening influence which led 
John Knox of Scotland to shake from 
center to circumference the carnal 
strongholds of Scotland? Under this 
mighty spiritual awakening, thousands 
prepared for eternal life. 

Salvation is the greatest word in the 
English language. It means more than re- 
generation. It means more than sanctifi- 
cation. It means more than all these put 
together, because it is the all-inclusive 
word. Salvation means regeneration, sanc- 
tification and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. It rings like a bell, it sings like a 
song. Salvation is the most thrilling word 
in the English language. No wonder the 
Apostle Paul said, “Today is the day of 
salvation.” 

The greatest of all experiences and the 
most thrilling is when the God of heaven 
touches the human soul and saves it from 
eternal destruction. In closing the text, 
the apostle said, ‘““To every one that be- 
lieveth.” Let us first accept and then be- 
lieve that Jesus died that we might have 
salvation, No one can secure salvation by 
keeping the law. None can earn salvation 
by good works. Personal attainments will 
not give me salvation. Salvation can not 
be bought with money. Salvation can be 
had as a free gift from God and it is 
sent to those who meet requirements of 
God. It is purchased by tarrying, obey- 
ing and being humble to God. Salvation 
chases away condemnation. It gives liber- 
ty and brings indescribable rejoicings. No 
wonder the apostle faced the sages, ora- 
tors, intellectuals, and men of general 
knowledge. He had salvation and was 


happy.

SUN 
By J. H. INcRaM 


Ikoma, Nara Ken, Japan, 
March 17, 1936. 
Dear Evangel Readers: 

You naturally wonder how I am pro- 
gressing on my round-the-world mission 
tour, and you have a right to know, since 
I am largely depending on your prayers 
to God that He will take me safely 
through. 

The ship was nearing Honolulu, Ha- 
waii, at the time of my last writing. We 
arrived on schedule time, and made a day- 
light stop of nine hours. While the other 
passengers largely busied themselves with 
dining and sightseeing in the beautiful 
island metropolis, I went—by foot—on a 
prospective mission tour of the city. And 
about two hours before time for the ship 
to shove off, I staggered upon a beau- 
tiful new church just completed at a 
cost of some $18,000.00. I noticed by 
the sign over the door that they were 
Pentecostal in faith, and although the 
announcements were in English, I felt led 
to address the folks in Spanish being as 
it were, in the Porto Rican settlement. 
So I lost no time, but got down to the 
point, and told them who I was, where 
I was from, where I was going, and what 
my business was. I learned on 
the other hand, that their chief min- 
ister, who was a prominent government 
employee, had just passed away a day or 
so before. Being limited for time, a few of 
us went from the parsonage to the church 
for a brief consultation and service of 
prayer, after which I was presented with 
a large photograph of the church and 
congregation, and farewelled, leaving 
with them a promise to return next year 
and put on a revival campaign, should 
the Lord permit. 

I got some valuable information _ re- 
garding the work in Porto Rica, as well 
as other places in Hawaii, and placed the 
question of uniting with us in the work 
of the Church of God, squarely before 
the assistant minister who is faced with 
the problem of carrying on the work, 
and am anticipating a favorable reply. 
Please lay this matter before the Lord in 
prayer. I was back to my ship just in 
time to get aboard before sailing. The 
black smoke was pouring from the fun- 
nels of the “Taiyo Maru,” which in 


Japanese means “great ship,” and the 
huge whistle was sounding out one blast 
after another, calling the crew and pas- 
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sengers aboard in preparation for our con- 
tinued journey down to sea, where we 
were to be rocked in the cradle of the 


deep for many days hence. The Royal 
Hawaiian Band, of thirty-seven wind in- 
struments, came down to the dock to see 
us off, and played several snappy pieces 
while the lines which held the ship were 
being cast off, and I can hardly say that 
I have ever heard anything that equalled 
it in the way of music. Then to the fare- 
well strains of “Aloha” (the Hawaiian 
farewell song), sung by picked _ singers 
aligned on the dock, filtered gently thru 
the South Sea Island breeze, and with the 
band playing softly, we were off on our 
long journey to Japan, “The Land of the 
Rising Sun.”” Thousands of yards of ser- 
pentine tape of every hue and color were 
thrown from the ship to friends and well- 
wishers on the shore who had turned out 
in mass. Dozens of cameras clicked as 
the shutters opened and closed, others 
were grinding away at their movie ma- 
chines in a last effort to record the 
scenes, which doubtless marked the final 
parting of the ways for many. 
THE LOST DAY 

So far we have been dealing with 
scenes of a busy day, and now the ques- 
tion of “the lost day” comes up. 

My little girl once heard her mother 
make a remark concerning something she 
hoped to do on the following day—to- 
morrow. So the child bore this in mind 
and on arising the next day said, ‘““Mam- 
ma, is this tomorrow?” I felt somewhat 
the same way when confronted with the 
“lost day” in question, and felt like say- 
ing, Is this tomorrow, today, or the day 
before? and the answer would have de- 
pended on which way you were traveling 
around the world, when you crossed the 
date line. 

After leaving Hawaii we changed our 
course from southwest to northwest, and 
crossed the 180th meridian somewhere 
near the 35th parallel, about two o’clock 
on the morning of Feb. 29, and lost a 
day, since 180 is half of 360 degrees, or 
a circle in fact, half way around the 
world from Greenwich, England, where 
longitude east and west has its begin- 
ning. We had announced church services 
for Sunday, Feb. 29th, but the date nev- 
er rolled around. Brother Tsujikawa, the 
Junior Third Engineer on the “Taiyo 
Maru,” came up to me on Saturday and 
said to me rather disappointedly, “Brother 
Ingram, we had announced a meeting for 
Sunday, but we are crossing the Inter- 
national date line which means we will 
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have no Sunday this week.” Had we been 
going in the other direction we would 
have gained a day and thus had two Sun- 
days together. So we had the service 
next day just the same, although it was 
Monday. Japan may then be rightly re- 
ferred to as “The Land of the Rising 
Sun,” since we witness the rising of the 
sun a day earlier on this side of the 
globe. Otherwise, when it is Saturday in 
America it is Sunday in Japan, or the 
next day. 

It will be just like that with a great 
many people, who put God off from day 
to day, saying, “Tomorrow,” when there 
is no tomorrow really, and in the eng 
they are caught unprepared, with life’s 
work unfinished and no preparation for 
“God’s tomorrow.” I am made to think 
of the chorus, ‘‘Just see the sun, see how 
it runs; don’t ever let it catch you with 
your work undone.” And I feel like sing- 
ing, “I will work till the day is done, I 
will work till the day is done; there'll be 
no sorrow in God’s tomorrow, so I'll 
work till the day is done.” 

THE WELCOME TO JAPAN 

We sailed from Los Angeles, California, 
on Feb. 18th and arrived in Yokohama on 
March 8th. The service was almost unex- 
celled on the Japanese Steamer, and the 
American-styled meals compared favora- 
bly with those served in the best hotels 
ashore. We had people from about a doz- 
en different countries riding in the tour- 
ist cabin. Among them were lawyers, doc- 
tors, mining engineers, army officers, ar- 
tists, builders, teachers, students, mer- 
chants, movie people, etc. We all got 
along very nicely, and I got to preach 
Jesus to them. Mr. Warner Oland, the 
noted movie actor, who plays the part of 
“Charlie Chan,” seemed to be very in- 
terested in me and my work. He intro- 
duced himself to me, and presented me 
with an autographed photo. 

Getting back to the trip; the officers 
and crew did everything possible it 
seemed to make the trip not only safe 
but enjoyable. The captain treated us to 
a real American “Washington’s Birthday 
Dinner” on this occasion, and other spe- 
cials too numerous to mention, But 
among them was the Japanese “Suki 
Yaki” dinner served on the deck. It 
surely was a comical sight to see all of 
us Americans sitting on the deck eating 
with chopsticks, or rather trying to, 
spilling the food all over the place. 

When we were about a thousand miles 
off shore, I received a radio message from 
Rev. Leonard W. Coote, General Over- 
seer of the Japan Apostolic Mission, wel- 
coming me with Gen. 26:12, and asking 
for special meetings. “Then Isaac sowed 
in that land, and received in the same 
year an hundredfold: and the Lord 
blessed him.” I also received two letters

what would the sinless perfectionists do? 
If they are perfect, to change them would 
necessarily mean to ‘imperfection’.” 

But he never mentions the following, 
or fifty-third verse, which plainly cor- 
rects the error he made. “For this cor- 
ruptible must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on immortality.” 
The CHANGE is not from “sin” to 
“holiness” but from “mortal” to“immor- 
tal.” The resurrection is not for the re- 
demption of the soul, but for the redemp- 
tion of the body. If he is waiting to be 
made holy at the rapture, he will be like 
the foolish virgins. 

6. They Deny the Doctrine of Salva- 
tion by Grace, 


I must say that we do not deny the 
doctrine of salvation by grace. Man re- 
ceives the new birth by faith, but works 
has a part to perform also. Works does not 
bring salvation but works must be pres- 
ent for faith to be alive, so that FAITH 
itself can bring salvation. “Faith, if it 
hath not works, is dead, being alone,” 
Jas. 2:17. Again James sayz, “Ye see then 
how that by words man is justified, 
and not by faith only,” James 2: 
24. You are justified by faith, but 
faith, if it hath not works, is dead. There- 
fore, works must be present for faith to 
be alive. “‘Seest thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was faith 
made perfect,” James 2:22. 

7. Holy Rollerism Preaches a Change- 
able God. 

To tell the truth, we teach the op- 
posite, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and to day, and forever.” Heb. 13:8. 
“For I am the Lord, I change not.” Mal. 
3:6. 

He says we teach that one day God 
loves you and the next day He does not; 
one day God gives you salvation but the 
next day He takes it away from you. This 
is not necessarily always the case, but 
such is possible. God has given His Word 
for man to follow but if he leaves its 
teachings, has God changed or the man? 
1 can assure you of this fact, if you 
never leave God, He will never leave you. 

8. The Doctrine of Holy Rollerism 
Makes God a Liar, 

Under this topic he brings out the 
doctrine of ‘“‘once in grace always in 
grace.” He states that God says, those 
who trust Him for salvation “shall never 
perish, neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand.” Of course, those who 
trust Him for salvation shall never per- 
ish, but suppose you get to the place you 
no longer trust God? It is also true that 
no man will pluck a believer out of God’s 
hand. If one is plucked out it will be his 
own fault, Man does not give this salva- 
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tion, neither can he take it away. The 
word teaches “security of the believer” 
but if you reach the place that you no 
longer believe, you are not secure and are 
fallen. 

Turn with me to a few scriptures and 
notice what God’s Word says concerning 
the possibility of falling from grace. “Ye 
therefore, beloved, seeing ye know these 
things before, beware lest ye also, being 
led away with the error of the wicked, 
FALL FROM YOUR STEDFASTNESS,” 
2 Peter 3:17. This shows that it is pos- 
sible to fall from grace after being estab- 
lished. “For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, they are AGAIN ENTANGLED 
THEREIN, AND OVERCOME, the 
latter end is worse with them than the 
beginning,” 2 Peter 2:20. Here we see it 
is possible to be entangled again and over- 
come by the pollutions of the world after 
having already escaped them one time. 
Paul said, ‘‘Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he STANDETH take heed lest 
he FALL,” 1 Cor. 10:12. For other 
scriptures on this doctrine, notice Heb. 
12:15; 2 Peter 1:10; Gal. 5:4. 


9. Holy Rollerism is the 
False Teaching. 

He said in his article, “They have mis- 
applied the Scriptures, misused the gos- 
pel, mixed the law and grace, and done 
untold injury to mankind.” Now, since 
he gave his opinion of our teaching, I 
ought to be ailowed to speak truth con- 
cerning his. In the first place, I have 
never read a more corrupt piece of liter- 
ature than that which he wrote, I have 
shown where he misapplied the Scrip- 
tures and misused the gospel in a ridicu- 
lous manner. When it comes to mixing 
the law and grace, you can certainly find 
such a mixture in his article, especially 
under Topic 1. As far as injury to man- 
kind is concerned, I can say that such 
doctrine as he published in the article 
which I am refuting, is sending multi- 
tudes to hell. I do not understand how a 
man of his knowledge (I am personally 
acquainted with the man) can be so mis- 
led in the Bible. I actually believe that 
he knows what he wrote is not 100 per 
cent true gospel. 


10. Holy Rollerism is Summed Up in 
Proverbs 30:12. 

He said that Holy Rollerism is summed 
up in Prov. 30:12. “There is a generation 
that are pure in their own eyes, and yet 
are not washed from their filthiness.” 
Since I have shown you the corruptness 
of his doctrine, it is not hard to discern 
who is not washed from his filthiness. 
His doctrine is the result of one of the 
two following scriptures: “And with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in them 


that perish; because THEY RECEIVED 


Result of 
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NOT THE LOVE OF THE TRUTH, 
that they might be saved,” 2 Thess. 2: 
10; “Ever learning, and never able to 
come to the knowledge of the truth,” 2 
Tim, 3:7. 


“THE TRUTH” 


John 8:32: “And ye shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make you free.” 

I truly thank God for what he means 
to me. There is something about the 
truth that makes me feel good down in 
my soul and makes the tears flow freely. 
I praise God for Church of God men and 
women who are willing to preach the 
truth and give their life for it. 

It was five years ago that Sister Bowles 
came to Belfast, Me., preaching the 
Church of God messages (the truth). 
Well, I remember how I watched her life, 
and although I was a vile sinner I would 
sit in the back of the church and the 
tears would flow down my cheeks.

of welcome when the ship arrived in Ja- 
pan, and one of Brother Coote’s mission- 
ary books on “Twenty Years in Japan”. 
Not satisfied that I would be properly 
taken care of, the overseer himself got on 
the train and came 350 miles to meet 
me at Yokohama, and traveled with me 
on the ship another day and night en 
route to Kobe. There was already some 
snow on the ground and more was soon 
falling like winding sheets of white for 
about ten hours, and the boat was held 
up for twenty-four hours on account of 
the storm. We took advantage of the 
opportunity to visit in Tokyo where I 
had business with some foreign consular 
officials, and we were in one meeting at 
Yokohama. Martial law was in force at 
the capital and soldier guards everywhere, 
were silent, solemn reminders of the 
bloody uprising of a few days previous. 
The forces of nature likewise were in re- 
volt. They had just experienced another 
hard earthquake shock in Osaka which 
took several lives, and brought to mem- 
ory the great earthquake of 1923 which 
practically destroyed Yokohama and 
Tokyo, with the loss of life estimated at 
100,000. Mt. Asama is in violent erup- 
tion at this time also, pouring forth death 
and destruction in the form of lava, 
flames of fire, and showers of hot stones 
and volcanic ashes falling everywhere, as 
one explosion after another lets go, jar- 
ring the earth to its very foundation 
seemingly. Fortunately for me I am far 
enough away that I am out of danger. 
But there is another great shaking taking 
place which does not set well with the 
devil, for as our party, headed by Broth- 
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er Coote, storms one after another of his 
strongholds, setting off blasts of “‘heav- 
enly dynamite”, the infernal regions be- 
come stirred and souls are crying out to 
God for deliverance. The first few nights 
were spent in the Bible school preaching 
to the students, now we are visiting the 
out-stations. Brother Coote speaks Japan- 
ese and acts as my interpreter. 

I will tell you more about my trip to 
Japan in another article, but to say the 
least, I feel that God had a real purpose 
in letting me stop off here, as my origi- 
nal itinerary only allowed for port calls. 
I have visited a number of heathen 
shrines and saw many sickening sights. 
I saw the largest “Buddha” in the coun- 
try—fifty-three feet in height and uni- 
formly as large in proportion. 

I have transhiped all my extra baggage 
in the “Fushimi Maru” sailing for 
Shanghai, China on March 19th, and hope 
to join the same ship, D. V., so please 
hold me up in prayer, and you will be 
hearing from me again soon.—Your
